The tests of a difficult 
nature were given to 
students of all faculties. 1a 
all faculties men students 


put up better performances. 


The tests were devised by a 
woman, Dr Allee Heim, of 
Cambridge University, and their 
results analysed by anothtr 
woman from the same Univer- 
sity, Miss Kathleen Watts. Miss 
Watts is reported to have said 
that che was satisfied that the 
tests did reveal differences in 
Intelligence and reasoning 
ability and not merely dif- 
ferences Im knowledge. 


Exact detalis of the tests have 
not yet been revealed, A weakness 
in some of tho cariier tests 
given in the United Kingdom 
and in the United States has 
been that some of the questions 
did appear to depend on pre- 
vious knowledge or experience.

Now, about these two tests 
(nnd about many of the others 
w the Bennett ~* picture 
mechanical vomprehension test) 
it could be argued that many of 
them took advantage of women’s 
Jack of practical knowledge oT 
lesrer interest in things 
mechanical.
